Fruit grower* throughout the rial* 


oud especially those Urtog in FKUO 
county cannot exerciee too much dis- 
cretion in the matter of patronizing 
horticultural or trade journal* pubUcbed 
in the large cities. These publication*. 
t-i a rule, are controlled by rommiwion 
men or dealers in country produce, and 
are therefore in duty hound to look out 
tor ihe interests of their owner* or 
friend*. 
Prices are generally quoted 


more favorable to the dealer than to the 
producer. The outlook it always writ- 
ten tip with a view to influencing the 
grower to dispose of his crop at a low 
price in order that the middle men or 
wholesale dealers will be able to make a 
large profit. Growers who place little 
credence in the reports of trade papers 
generally fare the best. Local papers 
having the best interests of the com- 
munity in which they are published at 
heart, strive to assist tho grower into 
getting good prices for his produce. The 
more money brought into the neighbor- 
hood the better it is for all, aiid especi- 
ally for the local newspaper. The fruit 
grower who pays £50 or f 100 to have his 
place written up by a metropolitan trade 
journal is committing an act of folly, the 
extent of which he may realize later in 
the season when the same paper in a 
general way mentions that a certain 
kind of fruit in this or that particular 
section ''is not of as good quality as in 
former years, though the quantity is ap- 
parently in excess of present or future 
demands." Instead of contributing to 
the Eupport of such papers, the farmers 
raisin and fruit :ncn should deal more 
liberally with their local papers. Ever> 
owner of ten acres of vines in this 
county can afford to pay for an extra 
copy of one of the Fresno daily papers 
to be sent to eome acquaintance in the 
east. Fresno raisins and dried fruits 
will be advertised, new markets opened 
quicker, and better prices obtained for 
our products by sending Fresno papers 
abroad than by any other means. When 
the agents for metropolitan 
journali 


C3ine around on their annual tours 
"working" the fruit, wine and raisin 
growers for write-ups, give them the 
cold shoulder and invest all your monej 
for a season with those who work for 
your common interests the year round

A carload of raisins 
means 1003 twenty-pound boxes, worth 
$2 each, on an average. The average 
raisin special run from Fresno to Eastern 
cities is comprised of sixteen cars, and 
carries 16,000 boxes valued at over (30,- 
000. There will be about thirty such 
special trains from Fresno this season 
beside several hundred cars that will be 
attached to regular trains.

MlDUttX TO J>tATB. 


Everyone «c«|>t the people who take 


part iu the pastime seems to reaiue that 
the country newspaper, more than any 
other buiineft institution hi the work), 
in over-burdened, often crushed to the 
earth, by the weight imposed upon It by 


many vho require the cervices of a 


free jouraalUtic pack-horse. The coun- 
try newspaper is expected to boom every 
public or private enterprise pet on foot 
in the community, out of mere pitriot- 


i, and while making these contribu- 


tions for the benefit, often, of those who 
are able to buy a dozen newspapers, is 
called upon at the Mine time to plank 
up hard-earned dollars when money is 
required to advance some cause, to the 
advocacy of which ita free-for-all col* 
uums are devoted. The country poli- 
tician invariably expects to ride into 
office free, BO far as the newspaper is 
concerned, and returns thanks for his 
election to come maker who bought a 
few disreputable votea with whisky. 
And so it goes. The newspaper \\hich 
will not work for nothing is damned as 
useless, and those which do must starve. 
All this is wrong, and can only be 
righted by a radical ^ange in the busi- 
ness methods of the entire country press, 
which must unite and co-operate in the 
reform if anything is accomplished. Tho 
newspapers of northern California have 
recently 
formed an association 
for 


mutual protection and benefit, and the 
result of their efforts to get out of th 
deep and miry rut which now clogs al 
progress and prohibita^dvancement will 
be watched with interest. 


That this view of the case ia not one- 


sided nor overdrawn is proven by the 
comments of the disinterested metro- 
politan press, which ia conducted on 
business methods exactly opposite from 
those in vogue with country newspapers, 
and is thoroughly qualified to appreciate 
the disadvantages 
under which the 


country press labors. The following 
from the AUa of recent date is a fair 
sample of the views expressed by city 
papers whenever this subject is touched 
upon: 


"The longest suffering man on earth is 


the country journalist, and he deserves 
it the least. There is not a community 
that does not get a hundred dollars in 
benefit from a good country paper to one 
dollar that it gets out of the community. 
The rural paper is the free horse, ridden 
till its withers are wrung, and then ex- 
changed for a fresh steed that must soon 
or late wince for the same reason. If it 
be possible to devise a system by which 
the country press can be enfranchised 
and emancipated, ita resulting inde- 
pendence will be a most potent factor in 
the progress of the state. It is a great 
factor now, but it is because of self-sacri- 
fice and unrequited public .spirit on the 
part of the men who conduct it. 


Let earnest inquiry be made, some 


system of rates established and some 
plan adhered to which will put the busi- 
ness oti a footing that will do justice to 
the earnest men who now give no much 
and get so little, who make great men 
out of small politicians and are snarled 
at if they ask a recognition which they 
have earned over and overagain. Every 
other business is capable of receiving the 
benefits of organization. Farmers and 
fruit-growers, wine-makera and mer- 
chants, skilled and unskilled labor, all 
feel the benefits of compart and asso- 
ciation. The country press stands alone, 
outside of all the modern processes for 
the protection of ita interests, the shelter 
of its prices and the holding of its bene- 
fits to a proper relation with the volume 
of its business. We hope that the mat- 
ter will not be forgotten, but the value 
of a guild will be proved, and one, of the 
main agencies of .intelligence will bring 
prudence to the rtwcue of ita .fortunes." 


THEBE ia only one way to keep up in- 


terest in county exhibits at the State 
Fair, and that is to award mining eoun 
ties first prizes over agricultural and 
horticultural counties. Who ever heard 
of a carload of oranges, lemons, raisins, 
prunea, fig", dried apricots and peaches, 
wine, brandy, hroomcorn, alfalfa hay or 
nursery stock being shipped out of Atna- 
dor or Nevada counties. Yet those two 
counties were given first and second 
place over Colusa, San Joaquin and 
Fresno by the committee on award oi 
prizes at the State Fair. Such an ex- 
hibition of wisdom is ridiculous in the 
extreme and can only be accounted for 
on the score of pitiable ignorance or 
rank cowardice. The committee did not 
have tense enough to know what consti- 
tuted an all round, creditable exhibit of 
the natural and artificial products of a 
county, or else it was afraid of offending 
the hydraulic miners. Fresno county 
can stand this kind of a racket if the 
State Fair can. 


SOME people will pay $50 for 10,033 


circulars and distribute them at an addi- 
tional cost of $10, as a means of adver- 
tising their business. At best these cir- 
culars do not reach over 10,033 people, 
and perhaps one-half of them cither 
cannot or wilt not read their contents. 
Sixty dollars will pay for sixty lines of 
local notices for one month in TUB RE- 
PUBLICAN, or fora twenty-inch display 
advertisement for the same length of 
time. In one month's time the mer- 
chant patronizing the TUB REPUBLICAN 
would have hia advertisement appear in 
48,403 papers, and estimating that on 
an average six persons see each paper, 
his advertisement would be presented to 
persona who would read it 290,403 times 
during the month.

A 
state law relieving all land planted to 
trees or vines from taxation for a number 
of years will do more to break up the 
large bodies of idle land held by indi- 
viduals or rich corporations than any 
other means that can be devised. Or- 
chards and vineyards do not come into 
profitable bearing under five years on an 
average, hence THE REPUHUCAN favors a 
law exempting newly-planted timber, 
vine and orchard lands from taxation for 
a period of five years.

association for unfortunate husbands, 
which has be«n duly organized in Phila- 
delphia with a membership on the start 
of 203. Its object is the protection am" 
relief of husbands whose lives arc made 
unhappy by their wives, and such men 
only are entitled to membership. The 
possibiiitca of such an organization is 
startling. By co-operation do tho weak 
and oppressed become powerful. 


WHEN the season is over, and the rev- 


enue cutters return to port from Behring 
Sea and file reports of their work, then 
there will be an accounting between 
Canadian and American eealere and the 
United States Government. The former 
may possibly secure tho intervention of 
England to prevent confiscation and sale 
of the vessels seized, but we do not think 
that the English Government is going to 
run any chance of getting into trouble 
with the United States by taking up the 
quarrel of her colonists when they are 
clearly in the wrong. 


TUB difficulties which attend the pub- 


lication of an interesting newspaper in 
an isolated country town is thus briefly 
summarized by the Cambria Critic: "Ed- 
iting a newspaper in aconntry town is at 
all times a trying occupation, and the 
utter absence of news about Cambria of 
late makes it doubly so. But how do 
our leaders expect us out here, forty 
miles from a railroad, ten miles from a 
steamer landing, forty miles from a city, 
millions of miles from heaven, 
two 


miles from the devil and only fifty yards 
from a whisky shop, to get out a newsy 
and interesting paper?" 


TIIEKE are now in Fresno agents for 


four separate overland railroads, all 
soliciting freight for their individual 
lines. 
Thia competition will surely 


bring to the attention of rival trans- 
continental companies the importance of 
Fresno AS a shipping point, and some one 
or more of them will then seek to meet 
the Southern Pacific on equal terms by 
building an opposition road into Fresno. 
The rapid increase in the production of 
raisins, dried fruits, wine, brandy, wool 
and grain is working out a great future 
for Fresno as a railroad center. 


AT an adjourned meeting of the City 


Trustees, to be held to-morrow night, a 
new member of the Board will be ap- 
pointed to fill the vacancy caused by the 
resignation of A. M.Clark. Mr. Clark 
haa been faithful and earnest in the per- 
formance of his duties, and it may not 
prove an cany matter to find some one 
capable and willing to take hia place.

"California haa never produced as 


inm-h as 1,250,033 boxes of raisins, still 
an item to that effect has lately gone 
through a large part of the press, fucli 
calculations will injure the reputation of 
this state. It must sooner or later be 
known that our product ion is not so 
large, and outsiders \iith the true figures 
before them will naturally supjwsu that 
it has fallen off. All estimates to bo 
valuable must ho truthful, and it ia far 
better to under-ostinmte than *o over- 
estimate ; it is best to he on the safe side. 
This year's crop of raisins will in all 
probability, fall short of 850,033 l>ox< s 
of twenty pounds each, and 803,033 
boxes may be nearer the actual figure. 
Fresno will produce of thia about 600,0,0 
boxes and tlie bulk of the balance will 
come from South California." 


A member of the local staff of our es- 


teemed contemporary climbed over the 
ropes last Saturday and smote thu opin- 
ion of the editor below tho belt with the 
following facts: 


"The shipments of raisins and dried 


grapes from F*?sno are already assuming 
immense proj-ortions. From the vine- 
yard.* iinmcdiuU'ly around this city, and 
not including carloads which have gone 
from other stations in this county, there 
have been shipped to date: lioxea of 
Muscatel?, Gl),450, twenty pounds each, 
or 1,203,033 pound*. 2-I.ttjS sacks of dried 
grapes, seventy-five pounds each, or 
1,851,003pounds; total pounds,3,000,503. 


Allowing 20,033 pounds for each car- 


load, it will be seen from this that 153 
carloads of raisins and dried grapes have 
already been shipped by our growers. 
As is well known to those who arc inter- 
ested in the business, not more than 15 
per cent of the raisins have been packed, 
so from this one can form some estimate 
of what Fresno will do this year." 


Last season TUB REPUBLICAN estimated 


the raisin pack of Fresno county at 450,- 
033 hoses'or 9,033,033 pounds. The 
total shipment of raisins and dried 
grapes amounted to 10,686,200 poundj, 
about 160,033 twenty-pound bosca of 
good raisins (and 1,4£G.2GQ pounds of in- 
ferior raiains) or dried grapea. Thia year 
Fresno county will produce 550,033 boxes 
of raisins, including layers and three 
grades of loose boxed fruit, fn addition 
to this there will be 6,503,01)3 pounds of 
dried grapes and low grade raisins mar- 
keted in cotton bags, making a total of 
output of raisins and dried grapes for 
the county of 17,500,033 pounds, equal 
to 875,033 twenty-pound boxes. This is 
THE REPUBLICAN'S estimate and when 
the shipments shall have all gone for- 
ward we shall endeavor to secure a state- 
ment of actual results from the railroad 
company for comparison with this esti- 
mate.

TXTHTFEHENT DAIRYMEN. 


Too little attention is paid to butter- 


making in Fresno county. The idea that 
butter tr*nnut-tio eurcesstully mau*tflieTe 
tho year round is the merest nonsense, 


id Butter cannot be mado with profit any- 


where in the world at all seasons of tho 
year unless the dairyman is prepared for 
it. Take it in New York, or Michigan, 
for instance. Can they make butter 
there in the winter season without a 
suitable building in which to keep their 
miik ami do their churning? Of cour?e 
not. If it is profitable to build expen- 
sive milk houses for winter use in the 
cold northern states why not 
build 


equally expensive houses for summer 
use in a warm climate? Butter is sell- 
ing for 50 cents pei pound in Fresno to- 
day because nobody is engaged in butter- 
making here on a large scale. Coo 
houses can be prepared for keeping milk 
in during the sum me: months at reason- 
able outlay, and by means of patent 
water-cooled boxes butter can be kept in 
good condition or marketed in Fresno 
the hottest day of summer ever experi- 
enced hero. We know whereof we speak 
in this connection and will take pleasure 
in giving any additional information to 
any one who will take interest enough in 
tho matter to investigate. No bettei 
place in the world exists for a thrifty 
dairyman to engage in butter-making 
than Fresno county. Here green feed 
can be had the year round, imllstuffs are 
cheap, forage plants grow with remarka- 
ble luxuriance when ordinary care is be- 
stowed upon thorn, and a good market 
is close ut hand for all the butter and 
chewe that is likely to be produced. 
Why then should wo continue to send 
our money away from home for dairy 
products? 


WINTER FLOODING. 


Tho benefits of winter flooding of 


raisin grape vines can be readily ob- 
served in any vineyard where a portion 
of the vines were so treated and the bal- 
ance received only the ordinary spring 
irrigation by means of running water 
through furrows plowed between the 
rows. Where it is possible to do so the 
vines should be entirely covered with 
water, and allowed to remain in that 
condition for two or three weeks. There 
is no danger of drowning a RrajMJ vino, 
and the vines come out healthier, more 
vigorous and hear heavier than if treated 
in any other manner. Many Fresno 
county vineyardista were loth to admit 
the truthfulness of the statement of re- 
sults obtained from the practice of win- 
tor flooding or submerging of vines, but 
there are numerous converts now who 
did not believe in the theory lost season. 
Results obtained by experiments cannot 
be gaineayed, and there will he a large in- 
crease this winter in the amount of 
vineyard flooded. The flooding must be 
done in cool weather, that tho water can 
all fwak away before becoming stagnant 
from the rays of tho hot sun in the 
spring. Flooding late in the spring is 
liable lo result in tho souring of the 
land and consequent death to the vine, 
but winter flooding is a good thing, and 
should be more generally practiced in 
this county.

A cold storage warehouse ia one of the 


most urgent needs of Fresno, lly mean* 
of such a warehouse meats, vegetables, 
fresh fruits, and all perishable artitlea, 
can be kept »•» hand and wrved in a 
fash state at all seasons of the year. 
Growern who have access to such a stor- 
age house aru enabled to sell their pro- 
duce when prices are best, and con- 
sumers aru supplied with any delicacy 
they may desire, no matter whether it ia 
seasonable or not. For instance, cher- 
ries or strawberries and cream could be 
served with turkey at Thanksgiving, and 
quail on toast, patriotism and grape must 
could be agreeably mixed at Fourth of 
July celebrations. The establishment of 
a cold storage warehouse in or near this 
city would necessarily involve tho build- 
ing and operation of an ico factory of 
large capacity, and herein lies the great- 


probable Gource of income to the 


company owning tho plant. 


An ico factory is more urgently needed 


in this city than a cold storage estab- 
lishment, but the 
two are BO closely 


allied that tho company owning one 
should also control the other. During 
tho summer Just closed our citizens have 
amply learned tho lesson of too much 
trust in the promises of a monopoly. 
Monopolies are tho same the world over. 
Fresno people have had all the experi- 
ence they desire with ico monopolies, 
and before another season of hot weather 
ia upon us a local company will probably 
be in the field and in shape to success- 
fully compete with the Truckce concern.
